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FORWARD! INDIA* 


MY concluding lecture has as its title ** Forward ! India." 
The exclamation mark is after ** Forward." I always want 
my title to be very clear, and if the exclamation point were 
left out, you would not have the sense of my utterances- 
to-be. 

This talk is really to young people—people who feel 
young, not merely people who are young. Very often 
people who are young do not really feel young. Very often 
people who are not young in years are extraordinarily youth¬ 
ful. as is my esteemed and revered friend [a venerable 
scholar] sitting in the audience. He is younger than most of 
us here When we get to his age of ninety, if we are as fine 
a person as he is. we can go splendidly to our future abode 

A Call to Youth 

This is a call to the youth of India. iDecause I feel there is 
a great deal to be done by youth which is not being done 
by our so-called leaders. I am rather tired of that word 
** leader." We hear it at every turn—** The leaders are 
going to Wardha. the leaders have returned from Wardha, 
the leaders are conferring, the leaders are misleading."

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There are too many leaders and not enough real thinkers— 
I will not say followers, for we have too many of these, un¬ 
fortunately. I hope from among the young-minded, your^- 
emotioned people, it may be possible for us to help India to 
take a definite move forward. 

If I were a very great person, as is Subhas Chandra Bose 
or Jawaharlal Nehru. 1 should establish as part of the National 
Cor>gress what I should call a National Service Youth League, 
to be composed of young people. This League should have 
very specific Objects, not Objects which would take them 
into His Majesty's jail, but Objects which would help to make 
India a freer country and every citizen a happier citizen. 

Harneesing Youth-Power 

I should like to see the youth-power of India harnessed 
to definite work. Save for the youth organizations which 
exist in India at the present time—and there are not so very 
many of them—the activities of youth in the service of India 
are largely confirmed to attending public meetings, and ap¬ 
plauding or condemning the speaker. I wish that ** leaders ** 
and public meetings were out of date. There is always a 
tendency where there is a leader for the average individual 
to go back into the animal kingdom and to become a sheep 
in his capacity to follow. As for the whole question of the 
average individual and public meetings. I am afraid that he 
IS content to feel that he has done his work when he has 
attended a public meeting and has shouted at the appro¬ 
priate moments. We need a great organization in India 
today, composed of young people, whether they are old or 
young in years, of all communities and all faiths, to help to 
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mak« Indian citizenship happier than it is for those who are 
not happy in their Iruiian citizenship, and there are far too 
many of them. 

** Youth to the Rescue 

If we could establish a National Service Youth League, 

I should have as its motto. ** Youth to the Rescue." That is 
an allurir>g motto. To the rescue of what 7 Of people who 
do not find their Indian citizenship worthwhile, for wherever 
there is an Indian citizen who does not find his citizenship 
worthwhile, there is a weakness in India. Every home which 
is unhappy, miserable, every home where there are starving 
men. women and children, is a home which is retardir^ 
India, which is thwarting India, which is standir^g against 
India and her righteous aims. 

We can frame Constitutions, we can agitate, we can make 
demands. Let us do so if the spint so moves us. But 
what is more important is everywhere to strengthen the 
individual citizen of India, so that instead of not 
caring for his citizenship, he finds it tremendously worth¬ 
while. or even is tremendously proud ar>d thankful he is 
born into India. I say especially to those who are young 
in years that there lies a splendid political activity for them 
all. If they want to help India, if they are really sincere. 
rK>t merely emotior>al. in their patriotism, all young citizens 
will find splendid opportunities to help this country. 

Beautifying Our Cities 

The India of tomorrow must be made by the youth of 
today, for the youth of today will become the maturity of 
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tomorrow. If young people are keen, if they have gained 
experience of what is wrong with India and how they can 
help to put matters right, they will be far more experienced, 
far more able in their maturity. When I was quite young, 
say about fourteen years of age. I thought in my youthful 
conceit that I could change the whole face of London, a 
city of some seven million inhabitants, so that they could 
become prosperous, happy, and peaceful I set about 
doing it. I doubt if London was char>ged at all. But that 
does not matter What does matter is that we are eager 
to do. discontented with ourselves as we are. eager to be 
and do somethir>g better I wish all the Youth of Madras 
wanted to char>ge the City. Madras takes a very low place 
for cleanliness and beauty, and I am entirely in agreement 
with speakers at a recent banquet who said that it was up 
to the Government to do something nnore for Madras than 
is being done I should like to see this National Service 
Youth League at work in Madras working along various 
definite lines, trying to make the city cleaner, endeavouring 
to organize public opinion against the dirt and uglir>ess 
which are in practically every part of the city. 

The Life-Blood of a Nation 

The eager service of young people is the life's blood of 
the nation far more than any blood that any leader can 
give, whether he gives it at a public meeting or in any other 
form. Youth is the life's blood of a country, and it depends 
largely on young people as to the rate of progress a 
country makes It depends largely on you and people like 
you throughout India Attending lectures is an amusing 
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and interesting way of passir^g the time It gives us a little 
non-alcoholic stimulant, a sense of self-satisfaction. We go 
home and say. '* Oh. I attended a meeting which was all 
about India's future and freedom" We sit down and 
we feel we have worked very hard vicariously to help 
our country. All that is not real, it is artificial, it is 
soporific 

Young people should organize themselves definitely to do 
what they can to make India a happier place to live in than 
it is at present for the vast majority of its population. 

Let us assume that the Youth League is established, and 
someone who is dynamic, like Mr. Satyamurthi or Mr. Subhas 
Chandra Bose, is its President I am sure that under his 
able guidance and patriotism, it would prosper tremen¬ 
dously. and he would help to lead India the more quickly 
to her freedom, because the young people would be 
behind him. 

What la Freedom ? 

The first thing youth wants to know in this Youth League 
IS what is this freedom for which it is asking. What is this 
freedom about which our leaders are holding secret and 
open conferences in Delhi and elsewhere ^ How does it 
affect you and me ? It is not merely a question of respon¬ 
sible government at the Centre or at the circumference, 
or in any other part of the great wheel of Indian life. 
There is only one word that can ever express that word 
•* freedom." and it is the Samskrit word dharma." that is 
to say a state of right living between yourself on the one 
hand and your surroundings on the other.

Each parson must decide for himself what is right living. 
Obviously from the word ** freedom/* it means free living^ 
the capacity to live in freedom But it must rT>ean» of 
course, very much more than that—it must mean a beauti¬ 
ful relationship in the home between its various members, be¬ 
tween the inhabitants of a village, a town or a city, between 
the various parts of an individual himself—his physical body, 
his feelings and emotions, his mind. There must be rhythm, 
peace, co-operation, not only in the larger area, but no less 
in the smallest area of all—the area of the individual himself 
So that freedom really means righteousness, right relation¬ 
ship. Every one of us can be tested as to his patriotism by 
the extent to which he lives righteously according to his own 
standards I must live according to my standards, and eacK 
member of the National Service Youth League must live 
according to his own. 

We must have freedom, independence. We must give 
our originality, our uniqueness to our country, and incidental¬ 
ly to ourselves. 

So freedom means right living, and right living is the 
essence of the heart of true nationalism. 

Where Freedom Begins 

Our nationalism for India must be right living ac¬ 
cording to Indian standards. There is a nationalism for 
every country in the world. Every country must live ac¬ 
cording to its own standards, according to its own measure 
and stature of its inherent greatness, whatever its greatness 
may be. Dharma is the way in which we can express 
freedom. 
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Freedom begins with the individual and continues with the 
home My theme throughout this talk is the home. While 
we have to begin with our patriotism, we must see that our 
homes are Indian homes, that they are free to be I radian 
homes, instead of beir>g in the fancy dress of such European 
appurtenances as we see in the poorer homes of western 
lands. The home must be as lr>dian as we can make it. We 
must be taught by our leaders as to what essentially consti¬ 
tutes an Indian home. It certainly does not mean chairs, 
tables, carpets, curtains, calendars on the walls, ugly pictures, 
some of them straight, but most of them askew . not a 
feeble imitation of the West, but the endeavour to make a 
shrine for the splendour of the East That is what should 
constitute an lr>dian horr>e. I want you when you go to 
your homes to look and see what must be put right 

What la Culture ? 

Patriotism begins in the home. ar>d that, of course, means 
culture. What is culture ? That is a very difficult word to 
define. I am going to define it in my own way Culture is 
truth. There is no higher culture than truth. Any one who 
is true to himself, who seeks to be true to his ideals, such 
an individual is a cultured individual. Therefore, there must 
be truth in the home if there is to be culture in the home 
The home must be a real Indian home and not the caricature 
of a home that so many homes are. 

What la Truth ? 

The question then follows: What is truth ? On a very 
famous occasion a Roman Governor asked a very

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distinguished Person, ** What is Truth ? ** The Christ, being a 
very great Personage, did not answer the question. Being 
myself a very small personage. I will rush in where these 
Ar>gels would fear to tread. There is only one definition: 
Truth is Sincerity. Truth is not an orthodoxy, a particular 
belief, it is not an opinion, it is not an authority—it is 
sincerity. There is no other truth than sincerity. So if we 
want to be true, to be very very sincere, as sincere as we 
can be to our ideals, we must have the highest and finest 
and noblest ideals. 

We have to test everything in our homes by the question : 
Is it sincere ? Is a calendar on a wall sincere when it has the 
picture of a beautiful European lady in the middle of it ? 
While it may be sincere according to some standards, it is 
surely not sincere from the Indian standard. Where is there 
elsewhere in the home an absence of truth ? Where is there 
a violation of essential principles of life ? 

Every member of the National Service Youth League 
should be in the home a kind of revolutionary, though he 
must be a tactful one. as he has to take into account the 
older relatives who move much more slowly. 

What la Sincerity ? 

We may also ask the question : What is sincerity ? We 
know that freedom is dharma. that culture is truth. We 
know that truth is sincerity. What is sincerity ? How can we 
tell whether we are really sincere or not ? For the purposes 
of the National Service Youth League, sincerity is reverence. 
Everyone who is reverent is sirKere. ar>d everyone who is 
sincere is true. One of the difficulties in moving India 
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forward is the inevitable tendency which has arisen for many 
rr>any decades of years for the people—not the older 
people in the villages—to sink into a spirit of irreverence. 
We do not think about those things which caused the spirit 
of reverence among our elders. We do not think of the 
wonderful reverence which can be due from us to all the 
mighty Scriptures, the mighty Rishis. all the wonderful back¬ 
ground which is India's today. RevererKe is not a charac¬ 
teristic of the average iruiividual. 

Reverence la Fundamental 

There is no question that in the first place our duty is to 
ourselves and all the component parts of ourselves: in the 
secor>d place our duty is to our surroundings. ar>d in the 
third place there is a need for the culture which is truth, 
the truth which is sincerity, and the sincerity which is 
reverence. 

If we can make a horr>e in which reverence dwells. India 
moves forward rapidly. If there is no reverence in a home, 
then I am afraid India tends to lag behind in terms of 
the home-power of that particular abode These are very 
true and important thir>gs They are important, because 
on them depends the rate of progress India is goir>g to 
make. They are important, because they are the basis of 
education. 

We have been hearing about a conference on basic 
education. We generally think of agriculture and perhaps 
spinnir>g as basic subjects. But the true basis of education is 
in my judgment reverence. If any Indian has not revererKe. 
then he had better leave and be a citizen of some other 
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country He would not then be hindering India’s forward 
moverr.ent. 

India's Strength 

Reverence is one of the mighty characteristics of this 
country. India’s reverence is largely her strength, and 
her reverence is largely what the Allies need if they are 
successfully to prosecute the war They need India’s spiritual 
co-operation far more than they need India's man-power. 
India cannot give much man-power She has plenty of man. 
but not much of power. But she can give her blessing to 
the war, arni if she does so. that blessing is far more valuable 
than anything else.* 

India is the spiritual home of the world, not merely of the 
Indian people. I am afraid the Indian people in many 
aspects fall short of being worthy of the country in which 
they are bom. {ust as the Er>glish people and every other 
people fall short of the splendid principles that gave birth to 
their land. 

India's Sacred Soil 

Yet the larni. the sacred soil is there, and that has in it 
India’s essential qualities. India's essential greatness, more 
than any other part of her population or of her nature. 
Everyone should realize that the soil of India is a far more 
important part of India than any irKiividual could possibly be 
The mother soil of India, degraded and impotent to exercise 
her motherhood though she has become, because she has 
been deprived of that motherhood by a series of circum¬ 
stances imposed upon her—the mother soil wants her 
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freedom It is far more necessary that the soil should have 
its freedom even than that the people and the animals < 
themselves in many ways more important citizens than you 
and I—should have their freedom. 

When I think of India’s soil, her land, when I travel in the 
trains and in the evenings watch the expanse of India through 
the carnage windows. I say to myself : There is real India, 
the India one can passionately love, the India that has sub¬ 
sisted from generation to generation, from century to 
century. On this soil of India are India s magnificent tradi¬ 
tions. here is India s true greatness. What a difference 
between you and me. who live on the soil, and that wonder¬ 
ful Motherland itself, which still harbours India’s greatness, 
though it has been sought to be extracted from her by tax- 
gatherers and by other means of preventing her from being 
able to give, as she would give, to those who are her children 
living upon her soil, be they human beings or be they 
aninr^ls I 

The Soil Must Be Free 

The soil of India must first become free We need our 
Constitution, the freedom for which we are working at the 
present time, in order that that soil may regain her Mother¬ 
hood. and orKe again be a Mother to the whole of the 
Indian people. I feel very stror^gly about that because I like 
to live in the Real, in that which is Eternal, far more than to 
live in that which is fleeting, in that which is merely of time 
India does not depend upon you and me. Let this genera¬ 
tion and the generation which is to come after it. let all 
generations disappear, India will remain. She does r>ot 
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depend upon us. but she hopes from us that we will give her 
our gladdest, our happiest, our most sincere service. 

That is our opportunity. We can take it or we can leave 
it. If we will not take it. India wilt wait, she must wait. But 
she has waited long enough. How much longer she must 
wait depends to no small extent on our truth, our sincerity, 
our reverence, and therefore our patriotism. 

The Indian Home 

Indian homes for Indians What are the characteristics 
of the real Indian home ? I venture to tell you what I think 
are its characteristics : First, order; second, cleanliness : third. 
simplicity. Everything should be done in an orderly way. 
everything should be wonderfully clean, everything should be 
beautifully simple. 

Think of the kitchen. It is only in India we regard the 
kitchen as a place where the culinary art may be developed 
There are sometimes in the West people who have the idea of 
being artists in the culinary department. But so far as India 
is concerned, when especially we think of some of the 
injunctions of the Lord Manu. we see that the culinary art 
is one of the great arts, as great as music, singing, drawing, 
dancir^g. When the woman tends the culinary art. she is 
really a great artist 

But there must be not only the culinary art in the home, 
there must be music, singing, and there must be healing 
available according to the ancient Indian traditions. You 
will remember that Rukmini Devi told us that we go to the 
dispensanes and take foreign medicines. We go to foreign 
countries for our healing, when we could be far better 
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healed at home. When Dr. Rajan comes back to the 
Ministry, we must remind him of this. 

The Truly Indian School 

The home ought to be a beautifully artistic place, and it 
will be if only India can get her freedom, if only education 
can become national. ** Deplorable '* is the mildest word 
I can think of to apply to education in this country. There 
are many other stronger adjectives I could use were it safe 
to use them No, we cannot get on with the existing system 
of education. While I hold no brief for the Wardha system, 
it is certainly better than what we have. In Coimbatore 
I had the pleasure of visiting the Wardha Training College, 
which is really doing very excellent work in a somewhat 
narrow way, but still it is an Indian way. 

When we have done something in the home, we must 
do somethir>g in the school. That is a somewhat more 
difficuK proposition. The school must be the larger home. 
That means that the happiness which we have created in the 
home must continue in the school itself. 

Let Ut Have Beauty! 

There is nothing more devastating to me than to have to 
visit school after school in the Provinces. They always say. 
** Will you not visit our school, will you not listen to our girls 
sing, and watch them performing kollatam ? Will you not 
see our beautiful buildings and pay homage to the great 
founder who established this school ? " I see the same thing 
over and over again, not only in the Presidency of Madras, 
but in the Presidency of Bengal, of the United Provinces, of 
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Bombay and every other Presidency. It is the same kind of 
song, the same kind of over-dressed girl, the same kind of 
buildings of stone, of mortar, or of brick. That is not Indian. 
But if there were no bricks, no stones, no mortar, how could 
you get a very eminent person to open the building! The 
opening of a building largely depends upon its stoni-ness. its 
bnck-ness, its mortar-ness. 

I recently visited a school that had a beautiful vista of a 
lake, forest, mountains not far away. I said. ** Why do you 
not transfer your school from this ugly building near to the 
lake? Perhaps you could have cottages under the trees 
where you would have a beautiful view of the hills and 
mountains.'* But the shocked answer was. ** This building 
was opened by So and so " Nothing could be done 

Service First 

The school is the larger home, and there is no freedom for 
India unless the citizens from youth upwards are educated in 
a spirit of freedom, and therefore to give freedom in their 
surroundings. Forward ! India, means a free India, a free home, 
a free school, where the children learn what the spirit of citi¬ 
zenship really is. and learn that service, not study, comes first, 
where the students have stimulated the development of the 
arts, the emotions, the ideals, the aspirations, and then study 
in order that they may be wise We must learn to use our 
heads, but we must have an understanding of education in 
which service will come first. Every little tiny child will be 
taught the spint of service and will rejoice in it through 
school and college, and he will be lifted up into the joys and 
delights of knowing the arts and crafts of India as they 
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really are. Most of us will have to be reborn, but there is 
no harm in talking about it. for unless we have truly Indian 
homes and schools, it is useless to imagine that we can have 
a true India. 

Out Bill of Rights 

It is because of the need of the home and the school that 
1 am so insistent about India's making her Declaration of 
Rights without delay. I was so delighted when Sir Walter 
Layton, proprietor of the LorKion News Chronicle, had the 
courage to ask. Why should India have to wait until the end 
of the war. She must not wait. Our leaders must help us 
to nnake our own Declaration of Rights as the Preamble to 
our own Swadeshi Constitution, and without any delay. 
How important this is. and yet how difficuK it is to awaken 
our leaders to that importance. 

In every home and in every school and college, the 
Magna Carta of India's Rights must be placed prominently, 
beautifully framed in horizontal position, and the children 
must be taught to repeat it every morning at the beginning 
of school and every evening at the end of school, so that it 
is a mantram that grows and grows and grows until it 
becomes irresistible. 

Where is that Preamble to India's Charter ? ** We cannot 
get the parties to agree." ** We must not worry Britain." 
Nobody wants to worry Britain—she certainly has enough 
worries of her own. What we need is to worry ourselves- - 
nations by themselves are made, and we must start making 
ourselves. Possible Constitutions have been adumbrated 
many times but have not been so far brought to fruition 
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In this National Service Youth League anyone who joins 
will have no adnr^ission fee. no annual subscription, but will 
receive a Certificate of Membership provided he agrees to 
be as Indian as he can. to make his surroundings as Indian 
as he can. and to make public opinion so overwhelming that 
the leaders will be carried away by it and will come to 
a definite political agreement among the various com¬ 
ponent parties in this country. It is so important, so 
urgent. 

The Women are Indian 

At the beginning of this talk I should have asked you to 
go home and quickly to bring all the women members of 
your family. The women are far more Indian than the 
men. and they would have shouted. ** Yes. this is what we 
want, this freedom We will see that our men get it.** We 
all know the power a woman is in the home. The woman 
IS the heart of it all. Let the women go less to foreign 
schools and live more in the spirit of India, m the home 
which IS the heart of India 

Civic Ceremonies 

In laying the foundations of India's greatness so that she 
may move forward more rapidly, an important factor is the 
relation of the State to the individual, to the home and 
to the school. 

In olden Greece, the Athenian took an obligation 
that he would leave the State the better for his having 
lived in it if only every young Indian would take such 
an obligation^ I will leave my Motherland the better for 
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having lived in it." The acid test of the value of our citizen¬ 
ship is the infinitesimal extent to which we leave the country 
better for our havir >9 lived in it It does not mean service in 
some wonderful way. If only we perform our dharma truly, 
sincerely, reverently, then we cannot help leaving India the 
better for having lived as citpens on her soil 

I should like the Indians to take up the work of establishing 
throughout the country civic ceremonies for the Indian 
citizen. 

Adoption The first civic ceremony would be the admis¬ 
sion to the State of the young tiny citizen on his or her birth, 
the adoption, if you like so to call it. by the State of the 
young citizen, so that not only are the parents responsible 
for the child but also no less the State 

Junior Citizenship r We should make the home and the 
school as beautiful as we can to prepare at fourteen years 
of age the young boy or girl to come once again into 
contact with the State in the spirit of Junior Citizenship, so 
that he might be inspired to do what it is appropriate for a 
young citizen to do in the service of the State. 

Full Citizenship: Then at eighteen or twenty-one. the 
legal age of maturity, we should have full entry into citizen¬ 
ship. so that when an individual becomes an adult man or 
woman, he undertakes certain obligations towards the State, 
towards his Motherland. What a differerKe it would make 
even if there were only a subscribing to an Obligation It 
gives a sense of dignity, a sense of duty, a sense of a 
dharma to perform. It would make a wor>derful difference 
in his sense of responsibility, if at the legal age of maturity 
a young man or woman appeared before the representative 
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of the State and offered his allegiance, so that he might 
become a loyal and honourable citizen of a State. 

Marrisge. The ceremony of marriage is civic as well 
as religious. The State is interested in the marriage as well 
as the parties concerned or the elders who have made the 
marriage. 

The Dignity of Office : The man who took office in the 
State, as is the case in most important offices now, would 
take his oath of special service to his Motherland. 

The Roll of Honour: Then there would be a cerenr>ony 
in which those who had been particularly worthy of honour 
should be admitted to a Roll of Honour. Any citizen who 
had done great service would receive special honour 
on a particular day in the year from the State, so that there 
would be incentive on the part of every single individual, 
man or woman, to serve the State splendidly so far as he could. 

The Fsr^woll of the State: Then would come the last 
great ceremony, the ceremony of farewell at death; if you 
believe in reincarnation, the ceremony of au re voir or ** till we 
meet again.*' We know perfectly well we do not lose those 
who are near and dear to us. They come to us again and 
again, and so the State marks their temporary passing with 
a splendid ceremony of farewell. 

If the State could introduce into the daily lives of the 
people such ceremonies, not only would they be happier,, 
not only would they share the greatness and the dignity of 
the State, but they would also feel a wonderful and eager 
obligation to serve the State in every possible way. serve 
the State through their honesty, their sincerity, their trust¬ 
worthiness. their efficiency. In every way they would strive 
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to serve the State, not only, of course, the man. but 
even more the woman, who should be the insptrer of 
us all. 

The Wheel of Progreaa 

If we could have a National Service Youth League 
with a dynamic President, large numbers of young people 
whether they may be old in years or young, without 
actively participating in party politics, would lend their 
shoulders to the wheel of advancir^g India and help India 
quickly on her way. I cannot but think that every young 
man who really bves India is either doir^ already, as many 
of you are no doubt doing, all he can. or is tremendously 
e»ger to do somethir^g. ar>d such service—••youth to the 
rescue "—kr>ows no distinction of caste, or of creed, because 
all the members are gathered under the protectir^g influence 
of Mother Irviia. 

The Common Tradition 

This National Service Youth League would try. so far as it 
is possible, to influence the people to make the traditions of 
this country common traditions, be they Hindu or Mussalman 
or Christian or Pars! or any other traditions. In the West, 
so far as Britain is concerned, the traditions of widely diver* 
gent nations have, practically speaking, been pooled. One 
history is enough for the individual, whether he be English 
or Scottish or Welsh—I cannot say Irish, except so far as 
Northern Ireland is concerned. One testimony to the British 
greatness is enough. We need one history similarly for this 
country. While we may be wonderfully proud of our own 
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traditions, while we may feel we are contributing magnificent¬ 
ly to India's greatness, we have respect for others to con¬ 
tribute in their way no less, so that the motto of the whole 
of the country is not differences, differences, differences, 
and never unity, but ** Together differently." each fulfilling 
his own avocation 

The Challenge 

The challenge is to India's youth, not really to the leaders. 
The challenge is to your hearts. The challenge is to your 
enthusiasm, to your fire. If you can rightly answer that 
challenge, then India will burst into flames, because of the 
individual flames you yourselves are contributing, and India 
will be free sooner than you may believe at the present 
time. 

The whole object of this series of lectures on ** The 
Rebirth of India." is to give you an idea of what some of us 
think of India, of her glorious past and no less of her glorious 
future. Whether or not we have given all we could give is 
another matter We have given reverently, with our devo¬ 
tion as truthfully, as sincerely as we can. for every one who 
has spoken from this platform is engaged constantly in 
rendering what service we can to our Motherland.
